August 1 "The Foolish Good Life" 
Luke 12:13-21 ~ Andrew Packman 

The lectionary offers us two texts 
dealing with the age old question - How 
do I live the Good life". The first reading 

comes from Ecclesiastes, an example of wisdom literature from 
the Old Testament. Books of this genre suggest that we have 
two options in life - the path of wisdom or the path of folly. 
This passage deals with the latter. The reading from Luke 
offers Jesus' own thoughts on the good life. Here, Jesus 
preaches a truth almost everyone knows, but each of us 
struggles to live it out in practice. This Sunday, I am excited to 
explore with you what's at stake in these Biblical questions 
about how we are to live the Good Life. 

August 8 "The Great Banquet" Luke 14:15-24 ~ Nelson Irving 

We continue study of Jesus 'parables. The importance of his 
parables cannot be overstated. In them he explains what is 
essential to human life and community. It is profoundly true of 
this parable, unlike any other, in which Jesus states God's 
purpose for creating humankind. He explains the framework 
for the whole drama of creation and history. We'll look 
carefully at what it means to you and me. 

August 15 "The Rich Fool" Luke 12:13-21 - Nelson Irving 

Don't be fooled by the title of this parable. Jesus teaches 
the unexpected, and is often seriously misunderstood. Here, 
Jesus wisely illustrates pursuit that is the ultimate formula for 
human disaster. Applicable to you and me.. .deeply so! 

August 22 "Jesus Saves" Luke 19: 1-10 ~ Nelson Irving 

These words are seldom, if ever heard today. In fact, I 
don't recall hearing them at all for many years. In olden days, 
these two words were heard often, and were significant for 
countless persons. What happened? Did Jesus stop "saving?" 
Did he ever "save?" Do you need saving? This sermon may be 
disappointing to some of you, and uplifting to others. I'd like 
for you to tell me. 

August 29 "Jesus Heals" Mark 5:22-24, 35-43 ~ Nelson Irving

Our recently elected vice chair, Jayne, is a relative 
newcomer to CCC. Please feel free to contact her 
regarding CCC business or anything else that you may 
find in common. 

Where she's from: Jayne is a Kentucky native. 
Jayne and her husband Jeff are both Centre college 
alumni, in common with Michael and Rebecca 
Swartzentruber. She completed graduate work in 
chemistry at IU-Bloomington and UNC-Chapel Hill. 
Her 19-year career has included positions in 
Philadelphia (8 years), Ann Arbor, MI (4 years) and 
the Chicago area (7 years). 

What she does: She has a PhD in analytical 
chemistry, the science of chemical measurements and 
identification. All of her professional work is in 
pharmaceutical research and development. She is 
currently an associate director at Abbott, the position 
she started in 2007, which brought her to southeast 
Lake County. In addition to chemistry, she has formal 
training in project management, process 
improvement, and change management. Her current 
job involves projects where Abbott partners with 
other companies for their proprietary technology, and 
can involve a lot of travel. In 2009, she made six trips 
to Europe, covering five different countries. 

Her family: Jayne and Jeff have been married for 21 
years, and are parents to Anna, a sixth-grader at 
Shepard Middle School, and Ellen, a fifth-grader at 
Kipling Elementary, both in Deerfield. Jeff is the 
anchor at home, taking the lead on meals, home 
improvements, homework supervision, and managing 
the family schedule. Jayne's parents live in Kentucky. 
Jeff's parents have relocated to Kenosha from their 
life-long home in Iowa, to be closer as their 
granddaughters grow. 



Her relationship with church: As she grew up, her 
family was active in a United Methodist congregation. 
Since marrying Jeff, who is of Disciples background, 
she has been part of Disciples congregations in North 
Carolina (a new church start meeting in a Masonic 
Lodge), Philadelphia (a suburban church planted in a 
similar time as CCC), and Michigan (a historic 
congregation facing transition and decline). While the 
family lived in Skokie (1999-2003), they were 
members of Lake Street Church in Evanston, a large, 
progressive American Baptist congregation, where 
they still have significant ties. She is drawn by Bible 
study, and has led groups in three previous 
congregations. She loves church music from many 
eras, and relaxes by sitting at the piano and playing 
through the hymnal. 

From Jayne: "I am honored that CCC has selected 
me for a leadership role during this time of transition. 
Please be aware that Audrey, the board chair, and I are 
both parents of school-aged children who have full- 
time professional jobs. As we are not "legacy" CCC 
members, we may not be aware of the gifts you have, 
and the church work you have done in the past, at 
CCC or elsewhere. As we guide CCC in conducting 
its business and making decisions according 
to the constitution and by-laws, there is still much 
that we depend on others to do. There is work to be 
done by other capable hands, thinking to be done by 
focused minds, writing to capture and shape our 
vision and plans, conversations to draw us all together 
with common information and intent, reading and 
research to draw on the experience of other faith 
groups, and prayers to be offered. Recognize and 
publicly identify strengths in yourself and others, be 
prepared when a request comes your way, and take 
action when you discover a need. I look forward to 
getting to know many of you better through this role 
in CCC."
